The Brosius Oil-Works—Cultivation of the 
- Castor-Oll Plant—How the Ou Is Made 
4 Pool to Maintain Prices and Its 
Collapse—The New Arrangement to 
_Force Up the Market—The Import Duty 
on Oil and Beans. 

Belleville, the county-seat of St. Clair 
County, and fourteen miles from the City of 
St. Louis, is always described by its enthusi- 
astic citizens, mostly Germans and their de- 
scendants, as The Queen City and Metropo- 
lis of Southern Illinois,” and sometimes as 
“The Pittsburg of the West.” After the 
set-back Belleville received in common with 
all the cities in the Union by reason of the 
panic of 1878 a boom of prosperity was start- 
ed that has ever since been well maintained, 
and now, with a population of 20,000, it 
boasts for its size as many industries as any 
other city in the Union. There are about 100 
manufacturing institutions, embracing ma- 
chine shops, foundries, rolling-mills, brass 
works, carriage and wagon works, drill and 
agricultural machinery works, flour mills, 
cooper shops, potteries, and cigar ana soda 
and mineral-water manufactories. 

Prominent umong them and a pioneer in- 
stitution is the Brosius Belleville Oil Works, 
which has been prosperous from its incep- 
tion. Its history dates back to 1866, at which 
time the late Jacob Brosius and Jacob Geis 
constructed the necessary buildings and. be- 
gan work. At that time they devoted their 
energies to the production of all descriptions 
of oils. Later it was found that the specialty 
of castor-oil was the most profitable feature 
in the business, and attention was turned to 
the exclusive production of this article of 
commerce. The demand for itincreased rap- 
idly, the sales reaching 2,000 barrels in 1884. 
Since that time there has been considerable 
decline in the production owing to a lack of 
demand. The institution was incorporated 
in 1881, with a capital stock of $40,000, 
which is held mostly by the principal 
officers.

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A FALSE VOICE. 

The New York Voice, an organ of Prohibi- 
tion, is seeking to make capital out of a letter 
alleged to have been written to the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association of New York by P. E. 
Der, President of the Willow Springs Dis- 
tilling Company, Omaha, Neb., setting forth 
that high license has been a benefit to the 
business by increasing sales of liquors, If 
this letter is not bogus or a fake” set up by 
the liquor men themselves, it is at the least 
an absurd, preposterous statement of facts. 
Its falsity could be shown by the decrease of 
the liquor traffic in Illinois, in St. Paul. 
in Philadelphia, Pittsburg, ana elsewhere, 
and by the increase of the traffic in Prohibi- 
tion States—Rhode Island, for instance, 
where in the City of Providence alone there 
are 125 more places where liquor is sold than 
there were under the license law. In Phil- 
adelphia the number of saloons under high 
license has been reduced more than one-half. 
In St. Paul two-thirds of the saloons will be 
closed. Upon what mathematical process 
can Mr. Iller or the Peter Funk editor 
of the Voice show that this is an 
increase of business, or what man of ordi- 
nary sense can fail to that high license 
lessens the hauor traffic? The Lier letter 
is an argument against prohibition itself. 
Assume that itis true, as the Voice claims, 
where does it lead! If the tendency of high 
license is to increase the liquor traffic, then 
the higher the tax is made the more the 
traffic will increase.

Their 
prioe· lists are presented, and are found to be 
dearer than those of competing English and 
European merchants by 20 to 50 per cent, 
and the cargo can’t be sold except at a ruin- 
ous loss. What 1s to be done? The steam- 
er's heavy subsidy out of the pockets of 
American taxpayers doesn’t solve the dilema. 


No part of the subsidy can be paid to the 


owners of the goods. The Buenos Ayres 


merchants are very anxious to purchase the 


whole cargo, but they cannot afford to pay a 
price ana a half ge the goods and wares; 
and, as a choice of evils, the subsidized 
American steamer sneaks home like a 
whipped cur with its tail between its hind 
legs, with its cargo undisturbed in its hold, 
to be unloaded on the wharves of New York 
and shipped out West and sold to our com- 
pulsory free-trade farmers at high protection 
prices. Now, what good did the subsidy do! 

But let us suppose that the commercial 
travelers on the steamer, ashamed to carry 
the goods home again, should sell them at a 
heavy loss at the prices prevailing in Buenos 
Ayres. What shall the steamer load back with 
to New York? It they exact cash from the 
purchasers, the steamer must return to New 


Vork in ballast—at a loss that will consume 


all the subsidy, and more, too: Suppose the 
agents fill her up with bales of coarse, long- 
fibre mixing wool—one of the staples of that 


country. When the ship arrives in New 


York the custom-house officers board her 
and forbid disposing of the cargo until a tax 
of 45 to 72 per cent is paid on the cost of the 


wool (and it will be doubled if the Delano- 


Lawrence New Mexican Sheep Ranch bill 
passes). As the manufacturers find 
cheaper to use shoddy, they refuse to buy 
the Argentine cargo of wool, except at a 
price that will inflict a loss on tne importers. 

The upshot of the whole matter is that not an- 
other shipioad of artificially dear, high-tariff 
coddied manufactures will leave New York 
for Buenos Ayres to be sold at a heavy loss 
in that market in competition with the free- 
trade godds of Great Britain, and no more 
return cargoes of wool will be brought to 
New York to be subjected to a 45 to 72 per 
cent duty tax before passing into the hands 
of the American woolen manufacturers. Is

THE FISHERIES COMMISSION’S FIASCO. 
It is now generally conceded on both sides 

of the line that the so-called Fisheries Com- 

mission has proved not only a failure but a 


fiasco in its effort to settle satisfactorily the 


question at issue between this country and 


Canada, or even to suggest a method of set- 


tlement. Had it not been for the obstinacy 
of the President and the Anglomania of the 
Secretary of State in all matters political be- 
tween the two nations this result might have 
been clearly fo by them when they in- 
stituted the commission and gave England 
tacit assurances that the trouble could be 
fixed up. Waiving the fact that the appoint- 
ment of the commission itself was irregular, 
illegal, and in defiance of Congress, the ques- 
tion set for its investigation was not 
a vital one in the G@ispute. Week 
after week and at great expense this 
commission has been discussing a local tariff 
issue which has no bearings upon the case. 
The burden of complaint by the American 
people has been the open and audacious re- 
fusal of commercial rights to American ves- 
sels in Canadian waters, and the commission 
kas been considering the purely Canadian 
question of free fish, for which, as an issue, 
neither the American people nor American 
fishermen care a straw. The American 
fishermen wish to have nothing to do with 
Canadian fish. They can compete with the 
Canadian fishermen without going a foot 
inside the three-mile limit. They want com- 
mercial rights. That is the core of the ques- 
tion at issue. 

The Administration at last seems to have 
realized the question that lies at the bottom 
of the disputc and, having made up its 
stubborn. mind that the commission is a 
wholesale failure, is hedging against the 
inevitable criticism, which will be sharp and 
trenchant when it adjourns, by seeking to 
have the commission formulate some gen- 
eral and glittering statement which may 
be accepted as a basis of future settlement. 
On the other side of the line the Canadians 
are equally in the dumps. The Domunion 
authorities are satisfied that there is no hope 
for free fish or for any satisfactory settle- 
ment of the fisheries side of the so-called 
“ negotiation,” as there is nothing to negoti- 
ate in that direction. They, too, hope, as a 
special from Ottawa says, that the result of 
the convention may lead up to a broader 
basis upon which all questions in dispute be- 
tween the Dominion and the United States 
may be amicably settled and a satisfactory 
arrangement for more extended trade reia- 
tions between the two countries atrived at.“ 

The latter part of this dispatch vaguely 
hints at the only practical settiement which 
can be made of this dispute so as to avoid re- 


tahation. If the Administration is really ex- 


periencing a change of heart in this matter 
and the Canadian authorities are in earnest 
about the extension of trade relations be- 
tweeo the two countries, they will undoubt- 
edly hail with pleasure the resolutions re- 
cently introduced in the House by Mr. But- 
terworth and referred to the joint considera- 
tion of the Committees on Ways and Means 
and Foreign Affairs. These resolutions are 
as follows:

Even when 
possessing large mental power apart from 
acting—rarely the case—actors’ egotism, 
their paramount trait, fed by a personal as- 
sumption of applause inspired chiefly by the 
lines they repeat, perverts it into an aggran- 
dizement of themselves at the expense of 
ideal truth. Never was this moreemphasized 
than by Salvini’s statement that the sleep- 
walking scene should be Macbeth’s, and by 
Irving’s malformation and degradation of 
Faust into a spectacular apotheosis of the 
Devil for the reason that he could play no

It is also true that actors have contributed 
little to dramatic literature. Ben Jonson, 
Marlowe, Lacy, Betterton, Powell, Med- 
bourne, Carlyle, Doggett, and Harris were 
both actors and playwrights. But not one 
of them achieved equal distinction as both; 
most of them were mere adapters; the two 
respectable dramatists among them were of 
no account on the stage. Colley Cibber was 
actor, playwright, and critic; itis as critic 
only that he lives. But, while Mr. Donnelly’s 
logic is sound in the main, it falls all to 
pieces when applied to Shakspeare. He was 


not an actor. Thereis no evidence that he 


ever played any role, and the utmost that tra- 
dition charges to him is the Ghost in Ham- 
let,” which any supe can do; and an equally 
insignificant part in Jonson's Every Man 
in His Humor ’’—but this is very doubtful. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY BILL. 

A delegation of Chicago gentiemen, headed 
by Judge Hawes, is now in Washington to 
urge the passage of a bill granting Dearborn 
Park on the Lake-Front to the city for a site 
for a Public Library and a Soldiers’ Me- 
morial Hall. The bill was introduced some 
time ago both in the House and Senate, and 
is now in the committee stage, with fair pros- 
pects that it will be recommended for pas- 
sage without material amendment. Bills 
having the same general purpose in view 
have been introduced at previous sessions 
and have failed because ef the lack of har- 
mony among Chicago members concerning 
them, and on account of the pecular tactics 
of thé coterie which has nursed the remin- 
iscence calied the Academy of Design 
for selfish, personal, and obstructive pur- 


poses. 

The bill of this session was drafted by 
Judge Hawes at the request of the veteran 
organizations of Cook County, which want 
one-fourth of the ground included in the park 
for a memorial hall, Threefourths of the 
plat, which is 385 feet long and 162 feet deep, 
will afford an ample site for a Public Library 
building, and the advocates of such a struct- 
ure have no objection to the use of the other 
tourth for the patriotic purpose set forth in 
the Hawes bill. The advocates of both proj- 
ects are acting in harmony m reference to 
this measure, the Chicago members are unani- 
mous in its support, and there ought to be no 
doubt about its passage this session. The 
claims of the so-called representatives of the 
defunct and now mythical “ Academy of De- 
sign are preposterousand do not merit the 
slightest attention. A committee of Congress 
has already pronounced them worthless and 
absurd. It is prohablethat no heed will be 
paid to them now. They are put forward for 
a purpose which will mt bear investigation 
and which might not be described too harsh- 
ly by the term blacknail. 


OIL FOR FUEL IN CHICAGO. 

The proposition to pipe mineral oil from 
the Ohio wells to this city will strike the 
average reader with surprise that it was not 
thought of before and aded upon. The piping 
of oil through long dstances was accom- 
plished several years ag, and the lines have 
uniformly worked well, not being subject to 
the enormous leakage that is inevitable in 
the transportation of gas through mains. 
The scheme has resulted from the agitation 
of the question of gas supply, and may be 
regarded as a promised improvement. The 
use of oil for fuel is not accompanied by the 
waste that is inseparible from the com- 
bustion of coal under the steam boiler, 
the loss on which is estimated to 
be as much as eight-ninths of the 
whole, even with the bea modern appliances 
for heat-saying. The oil can be fed into the 
flames in the shape of a «pray, so as to obtain 
perfect combustion, no htat being lost except 
that escaping through he draft and radia- 
tion. The question of camparative cost may 
be easily understood fron the statement that 
two and a half barrels o the crude oil are 
about equal in fuel value to a ton of the best 
coal, except that the liqtid fuel presents all 
the advantages of freedan from smoke and 
ashes which are conferrel by the use of gas, 
and would save un impottant percentage of 
labor that is employed in the handling of coal 
and its waste products. : 

It is probable that in these points lies about 
all the inducement that would ever be of- 
fered to use the piped of instead of bitumi- 
nous coal for fuel, thoughthe introduction of 
the one might be the us of reducing the 
price of the other. The nt price of oil 
down East is about 90 ts per barrel in 
bulk, which is the equivdent of coal at $2.25

the entire supply, and there can be no doubt

it it were once decided on for this. The pip- 


ing of oil from the Ohio fields around the 
head of Lake Michigan cannot therefore be 
expected under the circumstances to do more 

than lighten the continually growing demand 
for coal, and if controlled by a trust it would 


not afford much relief even in that particular.

Prof. J. E. Thorold Rogers says: “ Our fathers, 
who did battle and won the victory against tne 
old protective system, used to say that all pro- 
tection means robbing somebody else. I re- 
member when I was a young man studying at 
Oxford I went in the old profectionist days— 
when to be sure the old monster was wounded, 
and had but little life left in him, though 
he was as mischievous as ever—to the 
Town of Boltor, in the company of my dear and 
revered friend Cobden. Half the works were 
shut up, and the streets were full of gaunt, hun- 
gry men and starving children. There was & 
market for English goods, but, thanks to the 
law, no market for foreign corn. So the employ- 
ers had to lose their profits, the men had to lose 
their work, the children had to lose their food. 
The sight cured me ot any sympathy with arti- 
ficial prices. Rent is no doubt an excellent thing 
to him who receives it, but I would rather see 
rent dwindle through plenty than children dwin- 
die through star vation. Raw material 
is any article of value which is not, when 
it is purchased, put to its last use. So the same 
thing is or is not raw material to different per- 
sons. Hides are finished goods to a farmer, raw 
material toatanner. Leather is finished goods 
to a tanner, raw material to a shoemaker, 
Clothing of various kinds is finished goods to 
most people, it is raw material to Mme. Tussaud, 
or any other proprietor of a wax-work exhibition, 
probably also to an actor or actress. Try it as 
you will and you will find that by imposing an 
artificial price you do an injury to somebody. 
All protection means robbing somebody else, 
cutting down somebody's profits, turning some- 
body out of employment, shortening the inno- 
cent pleasures of somebody or another.”

The Great Unprotected Interest Preyed 
Upon by the Eastern Mill-Bosses. 
Tennessee Farmer: In 1880 the aggregate value 
of the iron and steel manufactured in the United 
States was $296,000,000, but as this included the 
pig-iron twice, first as a separate product and 
again in the bar-iron or steel into which it went, 
its value of $89,000,000 is twice given. A more 
correct estimate, when the report is free 
from duplications, would place the aggregate 
at about $200,000,000. During the year ending 
June 30, 1881, the export of American agriculture 
to foreign nations was of the value of $729,650,- 
000, or three and one-half times as much as our 
total products of iron and steel—and this, too, 
after our enormous home demand had been filled, 
If, therefore, it were true that a protective tariff 
were needed to support our iron furnaces—which 
we utterly deny, for we made iron long before 
we ever had a tariff—yet to secure a trade worth 
$200,000,000 we are jeopardizing one worth 
$700,000,000. The loss of that foreign trade for 
our agricultural products rot only determines 
the fact whether we shall make anything on 
what we sell at home of such products, but would 
of itself entail, if lost for but one year, a greater 
injury to American industry than the destruction 
of three times the capital invested in all our iron 
and steel works as it stood in 1880. Yet this sys- 
tem is called protection.“ and we are told 
kept up to enable iron men to pay good wages.“ 
Farmers have their workmen to pay also, and 
grubbing potatoes is just as honorable as grub- 
bing iron ore, anda far higher degree of intelli- 
gence is required.

THE WRECK NEAR PINE. 


An Engineer Fails to See the Danger-Fiags 
in Time. 

Three miles east of Pine, Ind., twenty- 
seven miles from Chicago, on the Lake 
Shore Road, the Little Calumet River was 
spanned by a seventy-foot wooden bridge. 
Recenfly it was determined to replace the 
old bridge with a newone, and a gang of 
men was set at work. At 9 o’clock Sunday 
morning they had everything removed ex- 
cept the stringers—the heavy beams upon 
which the ties are placed. Two red flags had 
been planted on the track around a curve 300 
yards east of the bridge and a torpedo placed 
on the rail. With these precautionary meas- 
ures the men felt safe in going ahead with 
the work of tearing down the bridge. 

Suddenly there came the roar and rumble 
of an approaching train, and the horrified 
workmen. saw a heavy freight rounding the 
curve and coming on the down at 
twenty miles an hour. Engineer Emery 
was at the throttle. He saw the men 
waving their arms. Reversing his en- 
gine, he called to his fireman, Decamp, 
to jump, and leaped out into the snow. Both 
men landed safely and saw their engine go 
rocking across, the railless stringers and 
stop with a crash on the opposit side, while 
ten of the forward cars of the train dropped 
into the river fifteen feet below, burying 
under them E. E. Coder, the head brakeman, 
who was setting the brakes on a box-car. 
Conductor Milliken and the rear brakeman 
escaped unhurt. 

News of the accident was telegraphed to 
this city and Superintendent Amsden went 
down with a wrecking-train. Nine of the 
wrecked cars were loaded with coke and 
coal; one carried a tank of napht The 
tank sprung a leak and hun s of ons 
of the inflammable fluid into 
the mass of mingled coke and splinters, 
and at 1 o'clock yesterday morning. 
while the men were trying to recover Coder’s 
body, Conductor Crestler held his lantern 
in a cavity that had been dug to see if there 
was anything there, and an explosion of 
naphtha followed. He was blown several 
feet and scorched about the face, while 
his leftarm was badly sprained. Superin- 
tendent Amsden, who was near him, narrow- 
ly escaped. The explosion fired the whole 


‘mass and Chicago was wired for a fire-en- 


gine. Assistant Chief Musham loaded En- 
gine No. 10 ona flat car, went down there, 
and after two hours’ hard work in getting 
the engine down the fifteen-foot embank- 
ment, got two streams on the fire. It took 
four hours constant playing to extinguish 
the mass. 

Coder, whose body badly mutilated was dis- 
covered late in the afternoon, was the only 
support of a widowed mother at Elkhart. 
Superintendent Amsden in talking about 
the cause of the accident said: I could not 
understand how the torpedo and flags failed 
to stop the train until I went back there and 
found that the torpedo had been picked off the 
rail and thrown several feet to oneside. The 
engineer didn’t see the flags, but the con- 
ductor and rear brakeman did, and began

TRR STRIKING JOB PRINTERS. 


A Combination of Circumstances Breaking 
Up the Union. 

The action taken by Sunday’s meeting of 
the Typographical Union was significant as 
indicating the complete failure of the job 
printers’ strike. The victorious Typothetz 
have followed up the advantage gained and 
have lost no opportunity to impress upon the 
minds of their late employés that the strike 
was a failure. The officers of the Typograpn- 
ical Union recently adopted a system of se- 
crecy, and instructed the members to refrain 
from making any of the proceedings of the 
meetings public. The regular meeting Sun- 
day afternoon was devoted aimost entirely to 
a discussion of the complications growing 
out of the strixe. It was reported that known 
union men were gradually being discharged 
and their places filled by non- 
union printers from other cities. The 
problem before the meeting was to 
devise some means to support these men. 
The union has paid out $20,000 since the be- 
ginning of the strike, and the strike assess- 
ment was recently removed by a vote of the 
union—or, more properly, that part of the 
union employed in the newspaper offices. An 
effort was made to reinstate the assessment 
for the benefit of those unable to obtain em- 
ployment. The newspaper men voted solidly 
against this and it was defeated. After a 
long debate the Executive Committee was 
empo to appoint a secret committee 
whose. duty it shouid be to obtain

“Cook County Poornovuss, Jan. 28.—T7o 
the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Cook 
Co , lllinocis—GENTLEMEN: The following- 
nam inmates of Cook County Poorhouse 
beg leave most respectfully to before 
your honorable body what they re as a 
very great and unn piece of hardship 
and cruelty on the of the officers here. 
When we arrived here from two to three 
months ago we were assigned quarters on the 
floor of what was once old store, called 
Ward 11, crowded and locked in with vermin 
and filth, so as to remind one of the famous 
“Black Hole ot Calcutta, while at the 
same time there were numbers of youn 
able-bodied men comfortably’ situa 
in the well-appointed wards who were 
immeasurably better able to bear hardshi 
than the subscribers. Recently the ‘ol 
house’ was reopened, and we were sent over 
there, where we have mattresses on the floor 
and are somewhat better off. Still, we think 
that there nas been gross mismanagement or 
wiliful neglect on the part of the Supervisor, 


| who, we believe, has charge of such matte 
and who is a very young, inexperien 
medical student, altogether lacking ability 
for such work. 


As aged citizens, ranging 
from 70 years to 84, with — * infirmities, 
we respectfully consider it would have been 
simple justice and humanity to have given 
us the comparatively comfortable quarters 
occupied by the aforesaid young men and 
sent them over to the ‘old house.’ These 
latter mentioned are what are known as 
‘winter bummers,’ who come for shelter 
during the winter and tramp the country 
during the summer.”’ 

This was signed by five inmates of the 
poorhouse. : 

Dr. Conley, the Medical Superintendent, 
turned scariet when he was shown the letter. 
“ There is no truth at all in it.“ he said. Of 
course I am using the old storeroom, which 
is in the basement, but it is the same as the 
other wards. These people come in there 
reeking with filth at the rate of half a hun- 
dred a day.

When, how- 
ever, a city grows to about half a million the 
local authorities want the military to return.

+ The Committee on City Administration of 
the Citizens’ Association has made a report 
to the Executive Committee in which it says: 
„Wmnile we herewith present a formidable 
listof ordinances which are daily violated we 
would call especial attention to an important 
relic of provincialism and designate it as the 
‘buggy nuisance’—the practice of allowing 
light vehicies to remain for hours at a time 
along the curbs in the business streets in- 
dulged in by many who are either very 
selfish or are lacking in knowledge 
of the ethics of citizenship worthy a city like 
Chicago. The crowded condition of our im- 
portant streets demands relief, and, while 
this huisance may grow so large that in time 
it will cure itself, the existing ordinances on 
the subject should be so amended as to make 
them applicable to the present requirements 
of the business streets, or they should be re- 
peaied and a license placed on buggies and 
other vehicles sufficiently high to induce 
their owners to adopt the general mode of 
conveyance from the suburbs, the conven- 
iences for which are continuously on the in- 
crease, 

Another provincial relic can be found by a 
glance at our sidewalks. They are danger- 
ous and disgraceful. It is several years since 
the Supreme Court told the Oy Government 
it had no power to * a citizen to clean 
the walk in front of his premises, and yet 
those in authority have made no attempt to 
devise means calculated to bring about a sys- 
tem of safety and cleanliness in this 
The Law Department of the city shouid make a 
special study of the . as it is supposed 

law can find a rem or all such evils. 
The Department of Public Works could, ata 
small cost, organize a snow shovel brigade ” 
in each voting precinct, whose duty it should 
be to remove snow from sidewalks and cross- 
ings in a certain time after “it ceased 
falling, and the license on vehicles, peddlers 
amusements, etc., etc., could be sufficiently 
increased to pay the cost of the brigade.

List of violations or evasions of city ordi- 
nances of common or daily occurrence: 


HEALTH—Garbage and other matter, such as 
sweepings, papers (including newspaper sup- 
plements thrown away by newsboys), the con- 
tents of waste baskets, parcel wrappers, and 
the like; fruit parings, glass, and other mate- 
rial thrown into the streets and alleys and 
blown about or seattered, to the danger of 
horses; unsleanly condition of alleys in the 
First Ward from the refuse of restaurants and 
saloons. Ash-barrels or boxes not provided or 
used in accordance with law, not removed after 
they have been emptied, and emptied so that 
the dust blows about to the annoyance and 
detriment of the public. 

HorRsES—Fast and careless driving. This is a 
practice which becomes more dangerous every 
— owing to tne increase of street traffic. 

aving horses insecurely fastened. 

SIDEWALKS—Fastening horses and vehicles so 
as to be an obstruction to the sidewalk. e 
practice. of stopping vehicles on the cross- 
walks is too common to require any comment. 
Placing boilers under the sidewalks and leav- 
ing open the grating, door, or vault light in the 
sidewalk for hght or ventilation, or for an 
other purpose. inserting glass in the sidewal 
for giving light to the space beneath. Aprons 
or movable inclines on the sidewalks connect- 
ing them with the platform-step of stairs; they 
should be removed when not in use. Other 
sidewalk obstructions, such as platforms, 
frames, and the like; allowing awnings to be 
so placed that their lower eqges obstruct the 
passage of the sidewalks; and merchandise to 
remain on the sidewalks too long, or in many 
cases renewed trom time to time, so as to be a 
permanent obstruction. 

MISCELLANEOUS—Exhibitions either in the 
streets or windows calculated to draw a crowd 
and obstruct travel; itinerant musicians and 
similar nuisances in the streets or on the side- 
walks, either pedestrian or otherwise. 

PEDDLERS—Unlicensed peddlers, hawkers, and 
hucksters selling fruits, candy, and small ar- 
ticles of merchandise on the sidewalks. 

Sians—Wire signs at the top of buildings pro- 
jecting therefrom more than three feet, or ex- 
tending across the street. Signsof any de- 
scription projecting from the face of the build- 
ing more than three feet. - at the top of 

sts or illuminated signs of inordinate size, 

amp-posts $0 far in from the curb as to ob- 
struct the sidewalk—of which there are sev- 
eral. Posters and advertisements on the curb- 
stones, sidewalks, lamp-posts, etc. 

PROCESSIONS or parades should be subjected to 
regulations so as to make them as inoffensive 
as possible, by breaking the line at intervals, 
and by avoiding the crowded streetsor those 
having railway tracks in them. 

FEEDING HORSES from grain poured on the side- 
walk is an abominabie practice; it should be 
stopped. All permits for the deposit of mer- 
chandise on the sidewalks or for stands or 

latforms of a permanent character should be 
mmediately revoked, and., in equal justice to 
all, granted no more in any case. 

For remedying the evils growing out of these 
infractions of the ordinances, a special detail of 
at least five patrolmen should be made and a 
thorough inspectior of all signs, and sidewalks, 
and street obstructions undertaken; offending 
parties should be warned,and, if negligent or con- 
tumacious, fined. There should be an ordinance 
forbidding the leaving of horses and teams tor 
over — minutes in one place. Some of our 
streets look like a country village Saturdays.

Garnier, the actor, who has caused a sen- 
sation in Paris by spitting upon Henri Roche- 
fort's hat, hada brief hour of notoriety in 
America. He isa vain man—vain of his 
looks, which were much appreciated by 
American ladies, and vain of hie talents, 
which. won him some renown in Parisian 
melodrama, He came here with Sarah Bern- 
hardt; played the hero to her Théodora, 
Maurice de Saxe to her Adrienne, and 
Armand Duval to her Camille. The critics 
admired his manliness. | 

When he went with Mme. Bernhardt to Rio 
Janeiro his manliness was less apparent. He 
was accused of engaging in a horsewhipping 
brawl with Mme. Noirmont, one of the act- 
resses of the company, with whom his rela- 
tions were close. The Chicago newspapers 
merely printed a dispatch on the subject. 
Henri Rochefort, in Paris, not only printed 
the dispatch; he added some characteristic 
comments. 

They were signed Grimsel“ and appeared 
inthe theatrical columns of the Gil Blas.

REPLY. 

1. An iron-ore pool, syndicate, combination, or 
agreement answers the same purpose as a trust 
while it lasts, and a trust may be formed in the 
near future. The correspondent does not deny 
what we believe to be a fact, that there is a 
tacit agreement between producers regulating 
prices of iron ore. 

2. The imported iron ores do not, in fact, com- 
pete with the Lake Superior ores in a way serv- 
ing to harm, or cripple, or damage the producers 
of the latter. No foreign ores can seriously 
compete with Lake Superior for many reasons. 
The cost of transportation is one great reason; the 
peculiar richness and excellent quality of the 
Lake Superior ores are another; the cheap water 
transportation on the great lakes to the furnaces 
isathird. We have no patience with the chat- 
ter about high-priced labor, the great wages of 
American miners, etc., etc. They are as near 
the level of pauper wages as they can well get 
and live. 

The Lake Superior capitalists can do without 
the ore duty far easier than the Western farmers 
can do without protection and ship tneir sur- 
pluses to Europe and sell them at free-trade prices 
—subtracting the heavy cost of transportation to 
those markets. And it is simply bosh to say that 
Lake Superior ore can’t be mined unless the 75- 
cent per ton duty is levied on the furnace-men and 
steel-rail milis, and by them in turn on the public 
and farmers. The farmers have no “ defensive 
duties.” How do they get along? Are not they as 
deserving a class of people as the imported for- 
eigners employed in the ore mines? The talk of 
ore coming to this gountry from Spain as ballast is 
bosh, It comes as freight and is paid for as such. 
We have no export trade to Bildao that would 
employ ships to return in ballast to New York. 
That would presuppose atrade between those 
points, but we have little commerce with Spain, 
owing to the Chinese high tariff prohibition wall 
that they have put around their country, in imi- 
tation of that which the ultra-protectionists 
would like to build around the United States. 
The lowest cost of transporting ore from 
Bilbao to New York is not less than $8 per ton, 
which furnishes a protection equal to four times 
the amount of the duty. To unload that ore and 
reload and transfer it 1,000 miles to Chicago, with 
the cost of handling, can’t be less than $3 more. 
making $6 per ton as the lowest cost of bringing 
the ore from Spain and delivering at the fur- 
naces here. This is eight times the tariff duty. 
Evenin the case of furnaces nearer the sea- 
board there is nota diffe-ence to them in favor 
of the Spanish ore amounting to more than 
$1 or $2 per ton, still leaving a natural protection 
arising from cost of transportation amounting to 
five or six times the tariff tax.

The Reduction Brought About Through 8 
Discovery that Some of the Association 


Eastbound grain and flour 
rates, which enables the Burlington & Northern to 


make a rate of 82% cents from Minneapolis to New 


York, a reduction of two and one-half cents, and 
consequently, after advising with. the Chicago 
Eastbound Freight Committee, morn- 
ing authorized all the roads in the Central Traffic 
Association to accept W cents per 100 pounds on 
flour from Chicago to New York which comes 
through this city from Minneapolis, in order to 
enabie all lines to quote the same rate from 
Minneapolis asis made by the Burlington & 
Northern. This action, however, did not 
prove satisfactory to all the roads running East 
from Chicago because Chicago shippers would 
not be content to pay two and one-half cents per 
100 pounds more on grain and flour from Chicago 
to New York than shippers from Minneapolis 
will have to pay. It was claimed to be unfair 
and unjust, if not contrary to the Inter-State 
Commerce law, to take two and one-half cents 
less from Chicago on flour and grain from Minne- 
apolis than on that shipped direct from Chicago, 
or which comes here from other Western and 
Northwestern points. The fair thing to be done 
under the circumstances, it was urged, would be 
to make @ general reduction in the flour and 
grain rates to 25 cents per 100 pounds from Chi 
cago to New York. and let all business direct 
from Chicago, or going through Chicago, 
take advantage of that rate. Conse 
quently a meeting was held at Chairman 
Blanchard's office in the afternoon. A 
number of the roads favored the re-

at once by unanimous action a number of 
roads will make the lower rates of their own ac- 
cord. The present rates of 27% cents on grain 
and 88 cents on provisions is red exorbi- 
tant, Last winter, when rebates were freely 
given, the tariff was only 25 cents on grain and 30 
cents on provisions. No rebates are paid now, 
and still the tariff is higher than it was last year. 
The Northwestern roads charge only 7% cents 
from Minneapolis to Chicago for a distance of 
nearly 500 miles. The Eastern lines charge four 
times as much for — double that distance 
from Chicago to New York. 


A Desirable Reform. 

It is safe to predict that after this season there 
will be no more railroad cars heated by stoves, 
and that by next winter a system of steam-heat- 
ing will dave become universal on the various 
railroads in this country. The experiments thus 
far made on various railroads east and west 
from Chicago with steam-heating apparatus 
have proved successful, and this has been an ex- 
cellent winter to give the different systems a fair 
trial. Experiments are still being made by a 
number of companies in order to find out which 


is the most superior device. The Chicago, Bur- 


lington & Quincy has just commenced to experi- 
ment with a new steam-heating apparatus be- 
tween C and Aurora, and as soon as the 
company has satisfied itself which isthe best 
steam-heater for railroad coaches all us 
trains will be equipped with it. It is 
quite certain that after it has. been 
fully demonstrated that cars can be successful 
heated with steam the Legislatures of the vari- 
ous States will enact laws prohibiting the use of 
stoves in railroad cars. The solution of the 
car-heating problem will not, however, entirely 
remove all ger of fire on railroad trains that 
get wrecked. Cars frequently catch fire from 
overturned lamps, and consequently some of the 
roads are making experiments to find out whether 
cars cannot be successfully lighted by electricity.
